The  actual  niomher  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  301  ? o-n  increase  of 
23  over  the  previous  year. 

Reference  to  the  table  of  Causes  of  Death  shows  that  approxima^tely  one 
in  every  two  was  due  to  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulation  and  that 
malignant  disease  in  its  various  manifestations  was  responsible  for  approxiratelj 
one  in  five.  The  actual  number  of  malignant  deaths  was  59  compared  to  41  in 
the  previous  year.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  obvious  reason  for  the  increag 
It  might  be  mentioned  however  that  malignant  disease  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
particulary  in  females  showed  the  largest  increase.

Water  Supplies 


Main  Supplies 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Ipswich  Corporation  Water  Undertaking 
being  purified  by  means  of  sedimentation,  filtration  cand  chlorination. 

Fourteen  samples  of  v/ater  were  taken  by  the  Department,  during  the  year, 
for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All  v/ore 
satisfactory. 

The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplied  for  domestic  purposes 
is  0.1  parts  per  million.  The  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent. 

Main  and  Other  Supplies  in  the  Urban  District 

Table  3 shows  the  water  supplies,  number  of  houses  and  population  served 
on  31st  December,  1972.  That  all  houses  have  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome 
water  and  only  eight  are  without  a piped  supply  in  the  dwelling  represents  a 
high  standard  of  achievement  in  this  field.

Housing  Improvements 


During  the  year  20  applications  wore  received  for  Standard  Grants, 

79  Improvement  and  3 for  Special  Grants*  This  is  nearly  twice  the  number 
received  in  1971*  Many  more  enquiries  with  regard  to  possible  grant  were  also 
received  and  I have  no  doubt  that  the  figure  would  have  been  higher  if  it  had 
been  possible  for  the  building  trade  to  absorb  the  work.  Applications  are 
dealt  with  speedily  by  the  Council,  once  they  are  received,  but  many  applicants 
have  had  to  make  a long  and  frustrating  search  for  a builder  who  could  carry  cut 
the  ?/ork*  Payment  of  grant  has  resulted  in  the  upgrading  of  many  homes,  and  the 
prevision  of  new  dv/ellings  where  grant  has  been  paid  towards  the  case  of 
conversion  of  a large  building  into  a number  of  new  flats. 


Qualification  Certificates 


In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  ’’fair  rent”  procedure  of  the  Housing 
Act  1969  ^ house  owner  must  obtain  a Qualification  Certificate  from  the  Local 
Authority.  During  the  year  12  applications  were  received  from  cvmers  of  houses 
lacking  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities,  11  Certificates  of  Provisional 
Approval  wore  issued  and  3 Qualification  Certificates.  There  ?/ere  also  24 
applications  in  cases  of  houses  already  possessing  the  standard  amenities,  and 
4 Qualification  Certificates  were  issued.  Before  the  issue  of  a Certificate 
properties  had  to  be  in  good  repair  and  a considerable  amount  of  repair  work 
was  carried  out  in  order  that  houses  should  qualify.
